State Fire Marshal Clem P. Host 
of Wisconsin has issued a “Safe and 
Sane F ourth” bulletin to the mayors 
of cities throughout the state urg­ 
ing them, as in former 
years, to 
clean up all rubbish, and to restrict 
the use of fireworks, by children and 
adults. 
He calls attention to city 
ordi­ 
nances and state

fireworks. To quote him, he says, 
There is still room to replace love 
of noise with love of humanity, and 
to supplant a meaningless eedebra- 
tion with one of real patriotism. Let 
picnics, band concerts, children’s pa­ 
rades and pageants take the place of 
barbarous uproar and gunpowder.”

In 1909 in the entire 
country there were 215 deaths re­ 
sulting from the use of fireworks, 
while last year there were only 20 
deaths.
